GSR 557(E).—Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, which the Central 
Government proposes to make under section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), were published on page 
2146 of the Gazette of India, Part-II, Section 3, Sab-section (i), dated the 31st August, 1985, with the notifica¬ 
tion of the Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Tourism & Civil Aviation, No. GSR 825, dated 
the 12th August, 1985, inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before 
the expiry of a period of three month from the date of publication of the said notification in the Official 
Gazette; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 2nd September, 1985; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public have been considered; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934). 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Aircraft (First Amendment) Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on 1-4-1986. 

2. (a) In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, in S:hedule-V, in Section-C, for sub-paragraphs (iii) and (iv) of paragraph 
1, the following sub-paragraphs shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(iii) For flights, other than international flights, landing at the aerodromes of Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi 
and Madras:— 


Total weight of aircraft Charges for each landing

Not exceeding 2,000 Kgs. 30.00 

Over 2,000 Kgs. but not exceeding 5,000 Kgs. 75.00 

Over 5,000 Kgs. but not exceeding 10,000 Kgs. 285.00

Over 15,000 Kgs. but not exceeding 30,000 Kgs. 938.00 

Over 30,000 Kgs. but not exceeding 60,000 Kgs. 1,688.00 

Over 60,000 Kgs. but not exceeding 1,00,000 Kgs. 3,375.00 

Over 1,00,000 Kgs. but not exceeding 1,65,000 Kgs. 4,' 00.00 

Exceeding 1,65,000 Kgs. ‘ 6,000.00 


Provided that an aircraft exceeding a total weight of 60,000 Kgs. shall pay charges for providing route 
navigation facilities at the rate of Rs. 2,100.00 only for each landing if the distance flown over India Flight 
Information Region(s) is 500 Kins, or less. 

(iv) For flights landing at other aerodromes:.. 

The charges for providing route navigation facilities for flights landing at other aerodromes shall be at 50 % 
of the charges (fraction of a rupee being counted as a rupee) for flights other than international flights, landing 
at the aerodromes of Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi and Madras as specified in sub-paragraph (iii) above.”; 

(b) In paragraph 4, for the letters and figures “Rs. 600.00”, the letters and figures “Rs. 1,500” shall be 
substituted.
